He Receives a Royal Welcome at Peoria 


and Galtsbnrg. 


THOUSANDS FLOCK TO GREET HIM. 


A nsA udience o f Twenty-five Thou­ 
sand Listen to R em arks on the 
Past, Present and Future. 


[SPJCCIAL DISPATCHES TO THB RKCORD-UMON. J 


G a le s b u rg (111). October 8th.—President 
Harrison arose early thi3 morning, bat he 
was not early enough to escape the thou­ 
sands of eager Peorians who had assem­ 
bled around tbe hotel at which he stopped 
in that city. 
All were struggling for a 
sight of the distinguished visitor. A t 7 
o'clock a band serenaded the President, 
and a few minutes later the Mayor and 
City Council, accompanied by the G. A. 11- 
Posts and a company of the Illinois Na­ 
tional Guard, escorted the pariy to the 
train. The march was a trium phal one, 
and ell Peoria turned out to do homage to 
the Chief Executive. At the depot over 
five thousand people were assembled, aud 
the President being introduced by Mayor 
Starke, spoke as'follows: 
My fellow-cilizens: Is is not possible that |I 
should introduce this m orning any serious 
them e. I have gieatly enjoyed this trip through 
my own State and yours - sisters in loyalty and 
sacrifice for the Union; sisters also in prosperity 
and honor. | Applause ] I find myself simpiy 
saying, "1 hank you," but w ith an increasing 
sense of the kindness of tbe people. If any­ 
thing could add to the solemn sense of the re­ 
sponsibility which my official oath places upon 
m e, it would be these evidences of friendliness 
and confidence. The great mass of the people 
of this country are loyal, loving, dutiful citi­ 
zens, ready to (support every faithful officer in 
the discharge ot his duty, and to applaud every 
honest effort for their good, tt is a source of 
great strength to know this, aud, this m orning, 
no less from this bright sunshine and this crisp 
Illinois air tban from these kindly faces, I dratv 
inspiration to do w hat I can, and the very best 
I can. to prom ote the good of the people of the 
United States. [Applause.l I go to-day to m e-t 
w ith some com rades of your State who stood 
w ith m e in the great arm y of the Union for the 
defense of our flag. [Applause. | 
At the conclusion of the President’s ad­ 
dress, Elsie Leslie Lyde, a child, presented 
Ihe President with a beaufilul bouquet on 
behalf of G. A. R Posts and the citizens of 
Peoria. 
The 
President 
expressed his 
thanks by kissing the little lady, and amid 
the cheers of the crowd, the train pulled 
out for Galcsbuig. 
At Peoria tbe Presidential paity was met 
by a delegation from Galesburg on a special 
train. 
Near Galesburg tbe President, after 
according a reception to the old veterans on 
board, went forward with Secretary Tracy 
and greeted Engineer Hilton, who was a 
member of the President’s bri *ade. On in ­ 
vitation ot the engineer, the President and 
Secretary Tracy mounted the engine and 
rode in the cab with the engineer a few 
miles. 
To the President the engineer 
gracefully yielded 
the responsibility of 
pulling the whistle for stations and cross­ 
ings, and the fireman considerately turned 
over the bell rope to Secretary Tracy. 
The principal event of the day was the 
reunion at Galesburg of the First Brigade 
of the Thirtieth Division of the Twentieth 
Army Corps, the former command of Gen­ 
eral Harrison. 
The occasion was the 
cathering not only of the old veterans for­ 
merly associated with the President, but of 
Grand Array men from all sections of the 
West. Excursions from all the principal 
cities within a radius of 300 miles added 
to the assemblage, and it was estimated 
that the audience which greeted President 
Harrison at Galesburg was not less than 
25,600. 
At the depot the Presidential party was 
m et by the Mayor, Council and an arm y of 
Veterans, and escorted to the hotel, where, 
in an hour's reception, distinguished citi­ 
zens from all pans of the State and the 
West greeted the President. The decora­ 
tions throughout the city were profuse and 
elaborate. 
Upon an arch on the reviewing siand, 
beneath which the President stood, were 
the words, “ We Welcome Our President.” 
Shortly after 11 o’clock there passed in re­ 
view the veterans of the Twentieth Army 
Corps, 2 500 school children of Central 
Ulino's and thousands of citizens. Among 
the distinguished people on the stand were 
Adjutan'-General Vance, of Illinois, who 
appeared as the representative of Governor 
Fifer, who was unable to leave his official 
duties; Secretary of State Pierson, Mayor 
Stevens, Congressmen Post and Henderson, 
General A rthur A. Smi h, General Miles, 
U. S. A , and Genera! Dustin, Department 
Commander of the G. A. R. of Illinois. 
At the conclusion of Ihe parade the party 
repaired to the speaker’s stand in front of 
the Court-house. 
There Mayor Stevens 
welcomed the President to Galesburg in a 
somewhat lengthy speech. 
The President, responding to the Mayor's 
address of welcome, said ; 


Me. Mayor and Fellow-Citizens: The m agnitude 
of this great assemblage to-day fills m e w ith 
surprise and with consternation as I am called 
to m ake this attem pt to speak to you. 
I come 
here to m eet w ith the survivors of my old brig­ 
ade. I cam e in expectation th at the day would 
generally be spent in their com panionship, aud 
in exchange of those cordial greetings which 
express the fondness and love w hich we b-.ar to 
each other. But to my eurprise I have lound 
th at heie to-day the First Brigade, for the first 
tim e in Its history, has been captured. [Great 
laughter. 1 
One or two I have been able to take 
by the hand, aud some of them I have seen as 
they m arched by the reviewing stand, but they 
seem to have been swallowed up in this vast 
concourse of their war com rades aud of their 
fellow-citlzens of IIU00Í3 
I hope there m ay yet 
be a tim e during the day w hen l shall be able 
to take each of them by the hand and assure 
them that in these years of separation, since the 
m uster-out day, I have borne them a:l sacredly 
in mv affectionate rem em brances. They were 
a body of representative soldiers, com ing from 
these great States ot Uhio. Indiana and Illinois. 
As the border* of these States touched in 
friendly exchauge, so the elbowsof these heroes 
and patriots touched in the great struggle for 
the Union. [Applause.] Who should say who 
were chielest where all were brave ? 
The distinction Illinois may claim in connec­ 
tion w ith this organization—giving equal cour­ 
age, fidelity and loyalty to t very m an—Illinois 
furnished three fifths of the brigade. 
[Ap- 
plause.J But possioly 1 should withold here 
these suggestions which come to me, and which 
will be more appropriate w hen 1 m eet them as 
separate organizations. [Cries of "No; go on."] 
I nave been greatly impressed w ith this as­ 
semblage to d ay in this beautiful city, in this 
prosperous Slate. A thought lias occurred to 
me, and the more I have thought of it the more 
sure I am of the conclusion th at nowhere on 
the face of the earth, except in the United 
Slates of America, under no other flag that 
kisses any breeze could such an assem blage be 
gathered [applause] of the people who furui-hed 
the invincible army when the ilag was in d an­ 
ger, the people noon whose enlightened con­ 
science and Uod-fearing hearts this countrv 
m ay rest w ith undaunted hope. [Applause and 
cheers.1 
Here Is the ultim ate distribution of the gov­ 
ernm ental power of all efforts of Presidents and 
Cabinets and Judges, and arinirs even, to m ain­ 
tain this country and to continue in this great 
career of prosperity. It 1» by ibis great law- 
abiding, liberty-loving people by whom they 
are chosen to zhese im portant offices, 
tt is the 
great thought of our country that m en shall be 
governed as lltt e as possible; th at full liberty 
shall be given to individual effort, and th at ihe 
restraints of law should be reserved ior the 
turbulent and disorderly. 
W hat is it that 
m akes these farm homes safe? It is not police 
m en; it is not the soldier; it is this great and 
all-pervading Am erican sentim ent th at exalts 
law, stands w ith threatening w arning to law ­ 
breakers and, above all, it is th at pervading 
thought that gives to every m an w hat is his 
and claim s only w hat is curs. [Great applause.J 
The war was only fought that the law m ight 
not 'ose its sanction or its sanctity, [applause.] 
If we had suffered tbRt loss, the dism em berm ent 
would have l*een a lesser one. But we taught 
those who resisted that the flags should be 
taken into the school houses, [applause], and I 
am glad to know th at in that State there is daily 
a little drill of children that pavs honor to the 
flag. [Prolonged applause ] But, m y friends, the 
Constitution provides that I shall annually give 
inform ation to Congress of the state of the 
Union, and m ake such recom m endations as I 
may think wise, and it has generally, I think, 
been understood that this affirm atlre provision 
contains also the negative, and im plies th at the 
President is to give no one else except Congress 
any inform ation as to the state ot the Union, 
and th at he shall, especially, m ake no sugges­ 
tions. [Laughter and applause.] I confess that 
it would give me great pleasure, if the occasion 
were appropriate, to give you some inform ation 
of the state of the Union as I see it, and to m ake 
some suggestions as to w hat I would think 
would be wise affecting the state of tho Union, 
but I would not do so on an occasion like this, 
when I am greeted here by friends and fellow 
citizens of all shades of thought in politics and 
in the church, say one word th at could m ar the 
harm ony of this great reunion. 
[Cheers.] I 
trust we are all m et ■ here together to-day as 
loyal, loving Am erican citizens, [applause], and 
over all our divisions and differences this 
great love and loyalty binds us together. [Ap­ 
plause] 
- 
At the conclusion of the meeting a party 


repaired to Knox Colleee, where the corner 
stone of Alumni H all was to be laid bv the 
President 
Dr. Newton Bateman. Presi­ 
dent of the Knox College, pronounced ihe 
invocation, and Professor Milton Comstock 
read a sketch ot the origin and growth of 
the college. 
Professor J. A. Adams then 
introduced the President, who spoke as 
follows: 
My Fellow Citizens: Education was early in the 
thought of the fram ers of our Constitution as 
one of the best, if not the only, guarantee of 
their perpetuation. W ashington, as well as the 
founder of this venerable and useful institution 
of learning, expressed an appreciation and in ­ 
terest in the establishm ent of coHeges and 
universities 
How shall one be a safe citizen 
w hen the people are rulers, who is not intelli­ 
gent? How shall he understand these great 
questions aff, eting public welfare, 
w ithout 
a broad intellectual culture in his youth? We 
are, then, engaged in a patriotic "work as we 
lay th e com er stone of this new edifice, part of 
an institution that has had a great career of 
usefulness in the past, and is now entering on 
a field of enlarged usefulness. We lay this cor­ 
ner stone and rededicaie this institution to 
truth, purity an a loyalty aud love of God. [Ap­ 
plause.) 
Following 
this the corner stone was 
placed in position, and the President, with 
a mortar, carefully closed it and covered 
the seams with m ortar. Great applause 
greeted this performance, which brought 
the ceremonies to an end. 


REUNION 0 E VETERANS. 
The party then went to the hotel for 
dinner, HDd at 3 o’clock a reunion of the 
First Brigade, tne President’s old com­ 
mand, was heid at the Opera House. 
President Harrison was escorted from 
the hotel to the scene of the union by a 
committee headed by General Daniel Dus­ 
tin. United States sub-Treasurer of Chi­ 
cago, and formerly Colonel of the One 
H undred and Fifth Illinois Infantry. The 
appearance of President Harrison on the 
stage was the occasion for an outburst of 
cheere from the assembled veterans that 
made the very walls tremble. 
General Dustin called the meeting to or­ 
der, and announced to the Chief Executive 
tbe fact tnat he had been elected President 
of the First Brigade Association by an 
unanim ous vote, and addressed the Presi­ 
dent as follows: 
Mr. President: I have the honor to report to 
you as one of the Vice-Presidents of the First 
Brigade Association, that on yesterday the First 
Brigade on yesterday unanim ously elected you 
to the position of Presideut t f the Association. 
IGrest applause.] They are all pleased to m eet 
you here, aud I am happy to vacate. 
After the applause had somewhat sub­ 
sided President Harrison addressed ihe 
veterans of his old brigade. 
The President said he should not have 
been persuaded to make ibis trip except for 
the pleasure of meeting the men of his old 
brigade. H e couldn’t recall the names of 
most of them, although they are recognized 
principally because there were not so many 
Colonels as soldiers, fortunately, perhaps, 
for the country. [Laughter.] 
“Our country has grown and developed 
until to-day it is marvelous among the 
nations of the earth. 
It has developed, I 
trust and believe, not only in those m a­ 
terial things which are great, but developed 
also in those qualities of mind and heart, 
iu morality, in love of order, in sobriety, 
in respect for the law, in a God-fearing dis­ 
position and in a love for our people. I be­ 
lieve the soldiers, in their places, have 
made large contributions to all these 
things.” 
The President spoke eloquently of that 
modern marvel, the disbandm ent at the 
close of the war of a great army. To him 
it seemed like snow, which nature puls on 
the earth in the winter season to protect 
vegetation, and which in spring melts and 
disappears and settles into earth to clothe 
it with verdure and beauty. This is a good 
type of the disbandm ent of the arm y. 
It 
wrapped the country like a mantle of de­ 
fense when it was in peril, but when the 
danger was passed, settled into every ave­ 
nue and pursuit and stimulated all of them 
to a fresher and livelier growth. 
He referred to the fact of age creeping 
upon the veterans, and that their bodily 
strength m ight not endure another war if 
one were to come, ‘ but it isa great comfort 
to feel,” said he, “ that the necessity is not 
liktly to be laid upon ns. 
I think it safe to 
predict that we are not likely to have any 
more rebellions in the United States, w hat­ 
ever mischief may be wrought under one 
form or another. I do not anticipate that 
we shall have another rebellion in any 
quarter or from any cause. One attempt 
lias thoroughly discouraged others.” 
The President referred to the recsnt 
visit to the Boston Grand Army encam p­ 
ment, on which occasion 
he saw ten 
thousand sons of veterans following the 
Grand Army. 
He spoke at some length of 
the trying times of the war in transforming 
civilians into soldiers, of the disease and 
battles, aud said : 
“ There came out of 
this 
a body of 
tough, strong m e", 
ready 
for 
the 
march 
and 
fight 
th at’ made up 
great 
armies 
wtdch 
under Grant aud Sherman and Sheridan 
carried the flag to trium ph. The survivors 
of some of them are here to-day, and 
whatever el3e has come to us in life, 
whether of honor or disappointment. I do 
not think there is any of us, not me, I am 
sure, who would to-day exchange the satis­ 
faction, heart and comfort we have in 
having 
been 
part of the great army 
that subdued the rebellion, that saved 
the conntrv, Constitution and the flag. 
[Applause] 
If I 
were asked to day to 
exchange it for an^ honor that has come to 
me I would lay down any civil office rather 
than surrender the satisfaction I have in 
having been an hum ble partaker with you 
in that great war.” 
[Applause ] 
The President, in conclusion, spoke of 
the pleasure it gave him to be with’his old 
comrades, and expressed the hope tnat all 
might be spared to attend many more re­ 
unions. 
After the address tbe veterans passed be­ 
fore the President, who shook hands with 
and spoke a kind word to each parly. They 
then returned to the hotel, where the Pres­ 
ident remained until evening. 
During tbe aay an old lady called and 
exhibited a letter which made her the most 
welcome caller of the day. 8he was a sis­ 
ter of the instructor of his youth, Joseph 
N. Porter, of Indiana, and the letter she 
exhibited was one written by the President 
at the age of 10 years, in 1843. 
This evening the President attended a 
banquet given by the Phi Delta Theta Soci­ 
ety, at College H ali, and later a banquet 
given by the First Brigade, m aking a few 
rem arks at each. 


E E C E rriO N AT BURLINGTON. 
B u r lin g to n (la.), October 5th. — The 
Presidential party arrived from Galesburg, 
111., to-night, having made a few stops. 
The party was received here by Mayor 
Duncan and a committee and escorted to 
the Commercial Club, where an informal 
reception was held, tbe President m aking 
a brief speech. At 11 o’clock the journey 
was resumed. Ottumwa will be reached 
in the morning.

SH O C K IN G D E A T H . 


A M a n ’s B o d y L ite ra lly C ut «0 P ie c e s b y 
a M oving T ra in . 
S tockton, October 8:h.—Alex. Harris, a 
young married m ao, aged about thirty 
years, who has lived here about a year, met 
a shocking death late this afiernoou by fall­ 
ing under the freight car of a train which 
wes coming down Weoer avenue on its way 
to the water front. 
Harris had been home 
to dinner, and at about 5 o’clock walked 
out to catch a ride down town 011 the 
freight train. 
Hn had formerly been a 
railroad hand, and made it a daily practice 
to jum p on the moving train to save walk­ 
ing. 
His wife had often begged him not to 
attem pt to get on moving trains, but he 
peisisted to the end. 
To-day he walked up to tbe train and 
caught hold of the iron ladder on a box 
car in tbe middle of the train. The speed 
of the train was about as usual in city 
limits, and Harris ran along several feet to 
get a spring so he could m ount the car lad­ 
der, but couldn’t jum p before reaching a 
sand pile near the track. H e attempted to 
sprinu from the sand, but bis footing gave 
way and his body swung under ihe car. 
Spectators say that half a dozen heavily- 
loaded cars went over him, cutting the 
body bslow the chest into small pieces. 
The entrails were scattered about,present­ 
ing a horrible sight. 
His heart was found 
about ten feet from the track, and contin­ 
ued pulsating for several seconds. 
The remains were soon gathered and 
taken to the Morgue. 
W hile the dead wagon was waiting for 
the gathering of the remains the wife of 
the deceased came along on her way home 
from a visit to her mother's, and was in­ 
formed that her husband had just been 
killed. 
H er grief was touching, and 
seemed to aflect her reason, even after 
her friends had accompanied her home. 
Tfie deceased also leaves a child, aged about 
one year.

P rescott (Ariz.), October S tb —Under 
Sheriff Murray M clnerney yesterday lodged 
in jail here one of the most noted swind­ 
lers in the southwest. 
He goes by the 
nam e of Jam es N. W ilson, alias Matthews, 
alias Holley, alias Madison, and his pecul­ 
iar vocation has been to swindle life insur­ 
ance companies. 
His first venture was in Arkansas some 
years ago, when he blew np the cottage in 
which he lived. 
The explosion occurred 
prem aturely, aud as a result he was se­ 
riously injured, and now wears a large 
silver plate on the top of his head. 
His 
soppoped body was found in the wreck and 
burried by his sorrowing widow, who re­ 
covered the am ount of his life insurance 
policy. 
In 1888 he located in Dona Ana county. 
New Mexico, with his wife, who is a beau­ 
tiful young woman, and immediately took 
out a life insurance policy for $8,000 in the 
New York Mutual, and an additional acci­ 
dent policy for $10,000. 
A few months after receiving the poli­ 
cies a fishing excursion was organized on 
the Rio Grande, and Wilson was reported 
drowned. Search for the body resulted in 
the finding of a corpse, which was buried. 
The suspicions of the insurance companies 
were aroused, and an investigation com­ 
menced, when W ilson’s wife and the oilier 
confederates became alarmed and fled tbe 
country. 
Large rewards were offered tor 
his arre3t, and some of tbe best detectives 
in the country were in search of him. Dur­ 
ing u recent visit to Jerome, Under S h eritf 
Mclnerney identified Wilson there and 
marls the arrest. 
Wilson admits hi9 identity, bnt claims to 
have fallen out of the boat on tbe Rio 
Grande accidentally, and floated a long 
distance down the’ stream before reaching 
shore. 
Having had a quarrel previously 
with his wife, he says he thought tt would 
be a good way to avenge her by pretending 
to be drowned. W hen found fie was living 
in a gulch some distance from camp. He 
will be taken to New Mexico to-morrow.

V a n c o u v e r , October 8th.—A gale here

steamer Amelia, at anchor in the harbor, 
broke from her moorings and came right 
up to the dock, where she was secured.

S a n F ra n c is c o , October 8th.—A Chron­ 
icle special from Salem (Oregon) says: _ The 
last chief of the Tillamook tribe of In­ 
dians has gone to the happy hunting 
grounds fabled 
in 
Indian lore—“Old 
Adam” 
is 
dead. 
Word 
was 
just re­ 
ceived from Salem that he died a few days 
ago at his cabin on tbe Miami river, 
below Bay City, on Tillamook Bav, Tilla­ 
mook county. H is remains were borne to 
the Indian burying ground at Jawbone, 
above Bay City, and there deposited by the 
sorrowing relatives and the rem nants of 
the decaying tribe. 
Before the “Boston m an” introduced the 
curses of civilization among the sons of the 
forest belonging to the Tillamook tribe, 
their warriors numbered many, bnt now 
only about twenty fnll-bloods rem ain to 


hand down the traditions of tbeir fathers, 
and now, since Adam's death leaves them 
without a leader, they will 
no doubt 
quickly scatter and vanish from the face of 
tne earth. 
Old Adam was a very old Indian. 
By 
those who knew him well his age is vari­ 
ously estimated at from 100 to 140 years. 
H e was a good Indian. 
He never drank 
nor used tobaccr. and stood a high moral 
example for his tribe. 
Adam saw the first 
sh;p that entered the Columbia river, and 
to hear him tell of his sensations at its 
sight was an interesting occasion.

Tbe adoption of irre- 
denlism would be a most dangerous error, 
having the 1 fleet of setting the whole 
of Euiope against Italy. 
For instance, 
Italy could not seek to impose her rule on 
Malta, nor could she insist that Swiiz-r- 
laud should recognize the principles of an 
absolute right of nationality. The Audro- 
German Alliance proved this right must 
be interpreted with moderation. 
Emperor W illiam had expressed his view 
dating his visit to Heligoland, and con­ 
firmed it by his visit to Ihe Czar. 
Irredent­ 
ista might, in fact, bring war in its train. 
Europe would not await the good pleasure 
of irredeniisui. 
It would attack it in self­ 
defense. Irredentism was really directed 
against the Deribund. 
The agitators did not see the advanc?s 
that France, with great foresight, was al­ 
ready making towards Austria, and that 
ikeir agitation was becoming more and 
more favorable to the plans of the Vatican 
lor the restoration of temporal power.

R e v e n u e o f F ra n c e . 
P a r is, October Sth.—The revenue of the 
Government during September exceeded 
the estimates 5 400,000 francs, and showed 
an increase of 9,100,000 francs over the rev­ 
enue of the corresponding month last year. 
For the nine m ouths the revenue shows 
a surplus of 44,150,000 francs. 
The Cabinet has charged the Minister of 
Commerce to frame a bill fixing the m axi­ 
mum ot the tariff upon imports, and giv­ 
ing the Government power to m ake con­ 
cessions to the countries whose tariff laws 
favor French products.

S t. P etersbu rg, October 8th —I tls staled 
that H oussni Pasha, tbe Turkish Minister 
here, has been iuformed that the Czar re­ 
gards in the most gracious spirit the invi­ 
tation to the Czarewitz to visit Constanti­ 
nople, but that he fears to visit the Turkish 
capital at the present time would give rise 
to a delicate and embarrassing situation, 
pending the settlem ent of the Greek Patri­ 
arch’s position. It is reported that the 
fear of cholera constitutes the main ob­ 
stacle to the visit.

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AN ELECTION BOARD SCHOOL. 


Registrar Smiley of San Francisco has 
adopted the suggestion recently made by 
the R e c o r d -U n io n , and is about to open 
a school of instruction for the newly ap­ 
pointed officers of the election boards in 
that city. 
We believe such a plan carried 
out here would be of infinite value. 
The 
new method of counting and tallying bal­ 
lots and announcing the results of the 
election is not understood as it should be. 
It is something so different from past sys­ 
tems, that it is unreasonable to expect 
some sixty election boards in this or any 
other county to at once carry the new 
method into successful operation. 
A very 
considerable number of them will certainly 
make serious errors, unless they are previ­ 
ously specifically instructed. 
Every conscientious 
election 
official 
wishes to do his duty faithfully and count 
and tally the votes precisely as the law 
directs. 
But desire is by no means assur- 
■aoce of success, for there is not time 
enough on the day of election to suffi­ 
ciently study the law and exemplify its 
operation. 
Now it wouid be a matter of no special 
inconvenience for the Supervisors to have 
at least two members of each of the Boards 
of Election meet on a given day at the 
Court-house, there to be instructed thor­ 
oughly in the modus operandi of conduct­ 
ing the election under the law. 
The plan 
adopted by the San Francisco Registrar 


Can scarcely be improved upon. 
On the 
day set for the opening of his school of 
instruction he will have a 
ballot-box 
placed at the door of a large hall. Tickets 
of various party shades will be provided, 
and as each of the election officers arrive 
he will be asked to cast a ballot. 
When 
all are in the box will be opened and the 
exact process required by the law be car­ 
ried out in counting and tallying and an­ 
nouncing. 
In short, the plan is to exem­ 
plify by an object lesson. 
The whole thing can he done in an 
hour’s time, and the officers, or enough of 
them from each Board, be initiated into 
the particulars of the new method, so that 
they will come up to their Boards in No­ 
vember perfectly clear upon all the min- 
utie of the process of the Story law. 
This 
method of illustration will insure compli­ 
ance with the statute, prevent blunders 
that might involve the validity of the 
election in several cases, and will expedite 
the whole business of ascertaining the re­ 
sult of the balloting. 
It will thus prove 
a matter of economy, and is therefore 
worthy the serious consideration of the 
Supervisors. 
The Democratic party in San Francisco 
is 60 well satisfied of the value of the in­ 
struction suggestion that it has anticipated 
the action of the Registrar, and has al­ 
ready opened in that city a night school, 
where the Democratic members of the 
Election Boards can call and receive full 
instruction in the new law, and every 
evening see it exemplified. 
Let us hope 
that something in this direction will be put 
on foot here, and every precaution taken 
to insure strict observance of the law. 
If 
the coming general election under it can 
be successfully carried on. there will be no 
difficulty in all the future, for the people 
will be made 
familiar with the new 
method, and the hundreds of officers serv­ 
ing on Election Boards this year will, be­ 
fore another election, so instruct citizens 
upon the system that there will be no 
difficulty experienced in securing judges 
and inspectors for future elections who 
are fitted for carrying out the provisions 
of the law. 


HASTY T A R IF F 
JU DGMENTS. 


It was expected that the Democratic 
press would lie antagonistic to the new tar­ 
iff schedules. 
It is party business, so far 
as the Democracy is concerned, to oppose 
anything promised by Republican major­ 
ities; the Democracy would be untrue to 
its traditions otherwise. 
But we had not 
believed that the press of the party would 
jump upon the schedules, from beginning 
to end, so early, since it is generally be­ 
lieved to be necessary to examine and 
study that of which one proposes to dis­ 
course. 
The more thoughtful journals arc 
content, and wisely so, to wait for' a time 
and see just what the operation of the new 
bill will be. 
It is now the law, and the 
country, as the New York Sun well savs, 
wants a rest from speculative debate con­ 
cerning it. 
The trade of the natiou is de­ 
manding that no more unrest be visited 
upon it by ntteran-es that assume to be 
prophetic, and announce woe and destruc­ 
tion as the result of the passage of the 
measure. 
A good deal of analytical study—so- 
called—of the tariff is going on in the 
press, but we do not conceive it to be 
necessary that it should extend to every 
article listed in the schedules. No one has 
ever seen or heard of a perfect tariff bill— 
no one expects to. The tariff, in whatever 
form, will always be unequal in operation, 
and in some directions will bear hardly. 
But the belief of the Republicans in Con­ 
gress is that the present bill is nearer the 
ideal than any passed by, or proposed 
to Congress that involves the protection 


idea. That the law is not perfect, is there­ 
fore freely confessed by its friends; bat the 
claim is at the same time emphatically 
made that it does reduce tariff taxation 
greatly, while 
affording protection 
to 
American industries, and without 
in 
creasing the cost to consumers in any 
direction 
not compensated for, except 
as 
regards 
certain luxuries. 
"While 
there has not been 
claimed 
at any 
time for the measure that it is wholly 
free from objection, it has been and is con­ 
tended by its advocates, that as to general 
results it accomplishes that to which the 
Republican party was pledged, and which 
the people of the United States have de­ 
manded. 
This general effect, which it is 
held will be presently practically mani­ 
fest, is the reduction of the surplus, de­ 
crease of revenue taxation some §60,000,­ 
000 a year, the protection of farm pro­ 
ducts and American industry, and the im­ 
position of the heavier burdens on those 
articles that are not necessaries and are 
classed as luxuries. 
This, says the Republican 
party, is 
salutary 
tariff reform, and is precisely 
that to which the party was pledged 
before 
the 
country 
in the national 
campaign. 
The effect of the operation 
of the law upon the whole 
country 
—the 
nation 
at 
large—is then 
by 
its champions claimed to be the true 
measure of its worth and the test to which 
it must be subjected for the disclosure of 
errors. 
We ought to wait, therefore, for a 
reasonable time, in good conscience, before 
passing final judgment upon the work of 
Congress. 
It is easy enough to take the 
bill in detail and dissect it, article by ar­ 
ticle, and find instances of apparent glar­ 
ing injustice and hardship, but it is sub­ 
mitted that the very easy process of pick­ 
ing flaws is not defensible when unaccom­ 
panied by frank credit for the virtues of 
a measure. 
But even that process, at this 
time, will be of little profit. 
The people 
will judge the bill by the facts to develop 
whether it increases or decreases the gen­ 
eral burden ; whether it accomplishes re­ 
duction of tariff as a whole, and a saving 
to the people at large, and meets the 
pledge of the Republican party to protect 
the material industries of the country. 


THE END OF POLYGAMY. 


There is every reason to believe that 
President Woodruff’s declaration in behalf 
of the Mormon Church renouncing polyg­ 
amy is sincere. 
A t the East it has been 
doubted because while it was being pro­ 
nounced there arrived a large colony of 
women from Europe bound for Utah. But 
these immigrants were recruited and ship­ 
ped before the church had resolved upon 
its new policy. 
The edict of the church 
authorities on its face bears all the evi­ 
dences of sincerity. 
It is not conformable 
with reason to hold that these men would 
make so emphatic a declaration, with the 
reserved intention of repudiating it, since 
they cannot be assumed to be asses. 
They 
know very well that a more suicidal policy 
than that could not be adopted. 
They 
could not 
continue the institution of 
plural marriage and keep the fact secret. 
Were they insincere therefore, they would 
be exposing themselves to the most severe 
punishments, and to the contempt and 
hatred of all men. 
Woodruff and The 
Twelve are sagacious enough to see that 
the fate of polygamy is sealed; tnat by no 
possibility can it be continued. 
They 
therefore adopt the wise policy of striking 
it from the roster of Mormon observances. 
In fact, plural marriage we are assured 
has declined amazingly in the last few 
years in Utah, and that there are not as 
many Mormons adhering to it now, as js 
represented by one and a half per cent, of 
the whole number of the church member­ 
ship. 
Woodruff would be unable to main­ 
tain his influence among Mormons should 
he manifest any insincerity in the matter 
of his recent decree. 
The mass of them 
are devotees; they believe in his Divine 
commission; that his utterance is the voice 
of Divine authority; he would not dare 
therefore to expose himself to them as a 
hypocrite and a liar. 
Hence we believe 
that the Mormon leader means precisely 
what he says in his official declaration, 
and that at last the infamy of polygamy is 
to cease in the land. 


A N e w Y o r k man has produced in 
Court incontrovertible proof of the faith­ 
lessness of his wife, by exhibiting a picture 
taken by a diminutive detective camera, 
the woman being disclosed as sitting upon 
the knee of her lover, who encircles her 
neck with his arms. 
Of course, for the 
detection of the guilty and the punish­ 
ment of the faithless, this use of the art 
of instantaneous photography is defensible, 
and no sympathy whatever will be felt for 
the guilty pair which the little vest pocket 
camera convicts. 
But on the other hand 
what can men think of the husband who 
appeals to such aids to rectify his wrongs ? 
What sort of a man is he who can coolly 
bring to bear the lens of the camera upon 
his wife in the very arms of her paramour, 
and be content to retire with the evi­ 
dence thus gathered of her faithlessness? 


T h e r e can scarcely be imagined» more 
sensational dramaticscene than that which 
took place at \Vella«d, Ont., on Tuesday, 
in open Court. 
A sister of the prisoner 
was placed uj>on the witness-stand against 
her brother, and under the solemn com­ 
pulsion of her oath, and with the most 
pitiful manifestations of feeling, testified 
that the accused pushed his wife over a 
precipice at Niagara Falls. 
In response 
to her inquiry he told her that he had 
committed the murder, and as the poor 
woman testified to this last fact she broke 
down completely. 
The sensational drama 
has not given us anything whatever more 
thrilling than that scene in the Court­ 
room must have been. 


T h e proposition in San Francisco to 
make nominations for the School Board 
non-partisan is a good one. 
The Directors 
of the public schools should be chosen re­ 
gardless of jKilitieal faith, and selected for 
fitness and devotion to the scheme of the 
common schools. 
If the Republican and 
Democratic parties in the metropolis agree 
to take the School Board out of politics 
the beginning of municipal reform will 
have beeu entered upon. 
’ 


T h e bounty of 2 and of 1 j cents upon 
sugar of home production, according to 
grade, that is awarded by the new tariff 
bill, will give a fresh impetus to the grow­ 
ing of sugar beets aud of sorghum.

T H E P EACE CONGRESS. 
1 


T h e L au d ab le O b ject for W h ich G ood 
M en a re W ork in g. 
iFrom the Y outh’s Companion.] 
During the month of July two note 
worthy gatherings, having a similar pur­ 
pose in view, took place in London. About 
the middle of the month the body known 
as the “ Universal Peace Congress,” which 
met last year at Paris, assembled in the 
English capital, and ten days afterward 
the meeting of the “International Parlia­ 
mentary Congress” followed close upon its 
heels. 
‘ 
The first of these, the Universal Peace 
Congress, consisted of about 200 gentle­ 
men, belonging to a voluntary society, the 
purpose of which is disclosed in its'title. 
They aim to abolish, or, it not that, to 
lessen the chances and frequency of war, 
and to replace it by agreed-upon peaceful 
methods of settling disputes and quarrels 
between nations. 
Among the members of the Congress 
were a number of distinguished men. The 
principal American delegate was David 
Dudley Field, the eldest of four brothers 
who in different ways have attained emi­ 
nence. 
Another well-known American 
who attended the session was Chauncey M 
Depew. 
Other delegates of note were Sir 
Joseph Pease and the Italian Marquis di 
Sestogno. 
The discussions of the Congress took a 
wide range. 
Much eloquence was heard 
about the horrors of war, its inconsistency 
with Christian doctrines, its wastefulness 
and its staying of the march of civiliza­ 
tion. 
The methods, too, by which war 
might either be put an end to altogether, 
or at least by which its evil effects might 
be lessened, were amply discussed. 
Essays on a variety of topics bearing 
upon the general subject were read and 
debated, and a number of resolutions were 
passed. 
One of these resolutions declared 
that “ the brotherhood of man involves, as 
a necessary result, the brotherhood of na­ 
tions, in which the true interests of all 
are admitted to be identical. 
The true 
basis of an enduring peace will be found 
in the application by nations of this great 
principle in all their relations to one an­ 
other.” 
Another resolution 
called 
upon all 
teachers of history to call the attention of 
the young to the grave evils inflicted on 
mankind from all ages by war, and to the 
fact that war had been usually waged for 
insufficient causes. 
The most noteworthy resolution of the 
Congress, however, was that in which it 
declared its belief that the best method 
for averting war laid in the general adop­ 
tion of the idea of arbitration. 
This idea, 
in general terms, is that where there is a 
subject of dispute between two nations 
they shall refer it to a third mutually 
friendly nation to decide which is in the 
right, and that they shall abide by the de­ 
cision made by that third nation. 
Very 
similar to these were the proceedings of 
the later assemblage, that of the “Inter­ 
national Parliamentary Conference.” This 
body was composed of members of the 
Parliaments of the various European na­ 
tions who desire to establish arbitration as 
a settled principle of action between 
States. 
It was presided over by Sig. Villari, of 
Rome, and among its active members were 
Sir Lyon Playfair, Chevalier Koziowski, 
of the Austrian 
Parliament, and Dr. 
Barth, of the German Reichstag. 
This 
conference also strongly expressed itself as 
in favor of arbitration as the true path­ 
way to general and permanent peace. 
No doubt every word that was said at 
both these meetings was true, and every 
reason given why war should cease was 
excellent and sound. Yet it is hardly prob­ 
able that any marked result will follow 
from their deliberations. 
The nations of Europe stand, armed to 
the teeth, watching each other with jeal­ 
ous eyes-n or is it likely that any one of 
them will set the noble example of dis­ 
arming and agreeing to settle all its claims 
and ambitions and grievances by the peace­ 
ful method of arbitration.

“ BRONCHO SHORTY” 
NEARLY SUC­ 
CEEDS IN BREAKING JAIL. 


He Dug Through a Foot of the City 
Prison W all Before He was 
Interrupted. 


Jail-breaking is becoming fashionable 
again. 
The recent escape of four convicts from 
the Folsom Penitentiary, by means of a 
tunnel, íb still fresh in the minds of the 
pnblic, and now another—not quite so suc­ 
cessful—is discovered right here in our own 
city. 
A couple of weeks ago three men were 
arrested by detective Burke of the railroad 
fot breaking into freight cars. Burke re­ 
quested the officers at the police station to 
have the men placed in separate cells, so 
that they could not communicate with 
each other. 
One of the prisoners was W. R. Kelly, 
known 
in 
t e thieving 
fraternity as 
“ Broncho Shorty.” 
“ Broncho Shorty” was placed in one of 
the cells on the west side of the jail, which 
cells are considered the strongest in the 
place. This paiticular cell faced upon the 
jail yard, being separated from the latter 
Dy a "two-foot brick wall. The interior of 
the cell is covered with half-inch sheet 
iron. All this, however, did not dismay 
“ Broncho Shorty.” After he had been in 
the cell about a week, he determined to 
escape, if such a feat were possible. 
He started in by removing a portion of 
the sheet-iron covering, about a foot square. 
Next to this was some redwood plankiDg. 
which was easily penetrated, and then he 
encountered the two feet of masonry. 
His 
only tools were an old broken spoon, and 
a small piece of steel which he broke off 
his bed. 
The cell is very dark inside and this is 
probably why the officers in charge of the 
jail, who supplied him with his meals, did 
not discover the operations. 
On Tuesday of this week “ Broncho” had 
cut about half through the brick wall. On 
that day, however, he was compelled to ap­ 
pear in the Police Court for examination 
with his companions. They were all held 
to answer before the Superior Court, and 
this—alas, for “Broncho’s” Jiopes—necessi­ 
tated their removal to the County Jail. 
It was while a trusty wa3 cleaning out 
the cell yesterday that the hole in the wall 
was discovered, and there was considerable 
excitement at the police station. 
Had Kelly been permitted to occupy the 
cell a few days longer, there is no doubt 
that he would have succeeded in making 
his escape. 
As soon as the wall was pene­ 
trated be would huve fjund him self in the 
jail yard, and the low walls surrounding 
this would not have deterred him long. 
Polite Captain Lee said last night that on 
Tuesday he prevented Kelly from escaping 
just as he was leaving the Court room. It 
is customary, after the Court proceedings 
are over, for the bailiff of the Court to 
bring the prisoners down stairs again into 
the jail. In doing this it is necessary to 
pass the entrance to the station. Kelly 
was among the prisoners Tuesdav, and as 
they were passing the door, “Broncho” 
slipped oat of the crowd and walked leis­ 
urely toward I street. Captain Lee saw 
him, however, and, catching him by the 
coat-collar, asked him where he was bound 
for. 
“Oh, excuse me, Cap.,” said “ Broncho,” 
with a bland smile, “I thought 1 resided 
oyer there.” 
An additional charge of attempted jail- 
breaking will probably be entered against 
Kelly, now. 


GARDNER’S EXAMINATION. 


T e stim o n y o f th e P ro s e c u tio n H e a rd a n d 
th e C ase G oes O n. 
Daniel Gardner was partially examined 
in the Police Court yesterday on a charge 
of comm itting a criminal assault on Lizzie 
Cox, a girl eleven years of age. 
The examination was held at the after­ 
noon session. S. S. Holl defended Gardner 
and City Attorney H art and G. G. Davis 
conducted the prosecution. 
The Court-room was crowded with spec­ 
tator? eager to hear the testimony in the 
case, but they were doomed to disappoint­ 
ment. The City Attorney asked that the 
case be conducted with closed doors out of 
consideration for the mother and little 
girl, who would be compelled to state to 
the Court matters which they did not wish 
to be heard by a large and curious crowd 
of people. 
Attorney Holi said it was a m atter of in­ 
difference to the defense. 
Judge Buckley read the law to the effect 
that spectators comd not be excluded from 
the room except at the request of the de­ 
fendant. 
Mr. Holl then stated that for the sake of 
the prosecution he would come to their re­ 
lief and ask that the order be made. The 
Court then ordered the spectators from the 
room and the examination was proceeded 
with. 
The testimony of the prosecution was 
heard and the farther hearing was post­ 
poned until this afternoon at 1 o’clock. 
The testimony taken went to show that 
the Cox girl was introduced to Gardner by 
Cora Mains at the race-track during the 
State Fair, and afterwards on three occa­ 
sions the Cox girl visited Gardner’s wood- 
yard and was asked into the house by him. 
The defense were about to show that the 
prosecuting witness being over ten years of 
age, and giving her consent, could not, u n ­ 
der the law, sustain the charge against tbe 
defendant, bat City Attorney H art re­ 
minded the Court that the statutes of 1889 
had changed the age from ten years to 
fourteen.

The Application for a Census Recount 
in Oregon Denied. 


A DESPERiTE OUTLAW KILLED. 


Racine Captures a Raco at M orris 
P ark—Annual Session of For­ 
eign Missions.

f o r t if ic a t io n o f w in e s . 
R egulations for the Enforcem ent of the 
Provisions of the Bill. 
W ashington, October 8th.—Tbe Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue bas pre­ 
pared a series of regulations for the en­ 
forcement of tbe provisions of the present 
tariff law relating to the fortification of 
sweet wines. 
The law provides that a 
wine-maker, who ¡3 also a distiller, may re­ 
move grape brandy from his distillery di­ 
rect to his winery for use in the fortifica­ 
tion of sweet wines; also, that the maker 
of sweet wiDesmay withdraw grape brandy 
from any special bonded warehouse for the 
fortification of such wines. 
It provides further that ell fortifications 
of sweet wines ehall be done on the prem­ 
ises of the wine-maker where grape juice 
is expressed within a period from August 
to April, inclusive. 
The first section p i the regulations pro­ 
vides for a bond lo be given by the wine­ 
maker under conditions prescribed by law, 
and applicable both to transfers from the 
distillery and from the special bonded 
warehouse; also, blank forms containing 
first, notrftS cf the wine-maker; second, 
the order of the Collector of Ganges; third, 
the report of the Gauger; fourth, eutry for 
withdrawal, and filth, a permit from the 
Collector for the withdrawal of grape 
brandy Tor the fortification of wines. 
. 
Special and supplemental notices are 
prescribed for the wine-maker, the former 
to the Collector, and the latter to the 
Gauger, after his arrival at the winery and 
distillery. Ia order to facilitate the work of 
the Gauger in making the rounds to gauge 
up the brandy, the Collector is to provide 
him with blank notes to record each gauge. 
A Gauger is required to gauge brandy 
and to superintend the fortification of 
wines; also to do tbe necessary marking, 
stamping and branding, both of brandy 
and wines. 
A stamp called a transfer stamp will be 
affixed to brandy packages, and a special 
stamp will be affixed to the head of every 
package of sweet wine. A wax seal of 
about the size of a silver dollar will alsojbe 
placed on the bung stave of tbe latter class 
of packages, so as to prevent the removal 
of any of the contents without breaking 
the seal. 
The second section of the-regulations 
S 
rovides for the transfer from the special 
ond warehouse to wineries in the same 
district, and the third section for transfers 
from special bonded warehouses to wine­ 
ries in other districts. The forms in 
both instances are to be similar to those 
heretofore used in other transfers provided 
by law. * 
The fourth section provides for the forti­ 
fication of wines for export, and includes a 
transílortation bond to secure the transfer 
of brandF to a point where it is to be used 
nTfaitifying wines, and also to secure the 
exportation of wine. 
A provision is made for nine different 
parts of one form, including notices, orders 
to collectors, gaugers, and store-keepers, 
and their reports, and also the entries of 
winemakers’ regulations; it also gives gen­ 
eral instructions in regard to the reimpor­ 
tations, and in regard to the recovery of 
alcohol contained therein at grape brandy 
distillery. 
Instructions are also given as to the 
method of determining the saccharine and 
alcoholic strength of wines, and as to the 
nse of Ballings' saccharometer. 
OREGON'S CENSUS. 
Secretary Noble Denies the A pplication 
for a R ecount. 
W ashington, October 8th.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Interior decides not to order a 
recount of the population of Oregon. In 
denying the recount, Secretary Noble says 
the grounds presented by Senators Mitchell 
and Dolph and Representative Hermann 
were not sufficient to warrant a recount of 
the entire State. He has every reason to 
believe that the census omissions are fnlly 
compensated by names enrolled which 
should not have been. He says there has 
been no spontaneity about Oregon citizens 
in their demand for a recount, but it seems 
to have been manufactured by the Port­ 
land Chamber of Commerce. The Secre­ 
tary says it is not true that an entire 
enumeration district ha9 been omitted. It 
does not appear that aay general increase 
proportionate to that in Multnomah 
county would result from a recount of the 
State. 
The general result already given by the 
census, as taken, is reasonable, and on its 
face fair. It was taken by good men, all 
citizens of Oregon. The Supervisors were 
Eelected with the utmost care, and upon 
the recommendation of the honorable Sen­ 
ators and Representatives now urging a re­ 
enumeration. The enumerators were paid 
the largest of any in the United States, 
and were employed by Supervisors who 
most be deemed honorable and efficient to 
have borne credentials. They had surely 
an increase of population in a few years of 
over sixty-one per cent, and in ten years of 
seventy-eight percent. It is not so poor a 
showing for even the prosperous State of 
Oregon as to demand for it a new census. 
It is not deemed necessary to enter upon 
an analysis of the re-enumeration made in 
Multnomah county, suffice it to say that 
the evidences of error are far greater and 
of more weight against the recount already 
made than are presented against the orig­ 
inal enumeration of the State, and it would 
be far more justifiable to order another 
connt in Multnomah county than the 
whole of Oregon. 
The Secretary says that Multnomah 
county has gained rapidly in five years, 
and figures and comparisons from that 
county would not hold for the balance of 
the State. In closing, the Secretary says 
that however desirable it might be to grat­ 
ify the eood people of Oregon, the claim 
of all the people in the eountry to equal 
consideration, and to demand that what 
has been fairly done should be allowed to 
stand, must prevail, and so the order cf 
Superintendent Porter, denying a recount, 
is approved. 


a b o l is h m e n t o f p o l y g a m y . 
Senator H oar Highly Gratified at the 
A ction of the M ormon Church. 
Boston, October Sth.—Senator Hoar yes­ 
terday expressed the greatest gratification 
at the action of the Morman Church in 
abolishing polygamy as an article of faith. 
"But,” he said, "I am not surprised. The 
leaders now see the law of Congress press­ 
ing them, and that the Gentile element in 
Utah is growing too rapidly to permit the 
continuance of their odious practices. 
Twenty years ago, some one, I think it was 
Oliver P. Morton, while traveling in Utah, 
told Brigham Young that it would be the 
best thing for him to have another revela­ 
tion and then abolish polygamy. They 
have stood out as long as they could.” 
Senator Hoar regards the action of the con­ 
ference 89 confirmatory of his settled be­ 
lief—all sectionalism will disappear as the 
nation becomes homogenous. "When yon 
can talk with the people by telephone,” he 
said, "their prejudices and peculiar local 
influences will disappear. I think that is 
the way the Southern anestion is to be 
settled. The railway, telegraph and tele­ 
phone, bringing the people of all sections 
Into close communication, are to sweep 
away provincialism and prejudice, and the 
nation will become one in sentiment on ail 
great social and economic questions. But,” 
he said, "we will not admit Utah to State­ 
hood until we are pretty sure they mean 
what they say.”

Winfield Waters, right eye torn out; James 
Dennison, badly hurt: Frank Hollis, head 
cut; John McDowell, right arm and hand 
hurt; William Logue, head cut; Charles 
Godfrey, arm cut; James McClafferty, head 
cut; Joseph Schofield, knocked senseless; 
Thomas F. Dougherty, head cut; Daniel 
Harkins, supposed to be fatally hurt; Pat­ 
rick Gilson, badly hurt; Mrs. Maggie 
Dougherty, temple cut; Mrs. Dougherty, 
mother of latter, head cut; Mrs. Litzie F. 
Anderson, arm broken and iDjmed inter­ 
nally; Edward Collison, head slightly hurt. 
The men killed were all working in and 
about the magazine and mills, and except 
in the cases of three—William R. Green, 
William McGarvey and Patrick Dougherty 
—were blown to pieces, so that only frag­ 
ments of their remains heve been found. 
The body of Patrick Dougherty was found 
thi-s morning in the water on the race 
along the creek where it had been thrown 
by the explosion. The body of Green was 
'found just outside of the ruins of the maga- 
-sino in which the first explosion occurred, 
and, strange to say, was not mangled or 
burned. 
It is the theory of the workmen that the 
explosion was started in some way by the 
soldering iron which Green was using in 
soldering tin covers on the cans of powder. 
This work is extremely dangerous, and 
Green was the only man trusted to perform 
it. He was an old employe, who thoroughly 
understood the work, but it is supposed his 
soldering iron became too hot and its heat 
tired tbe powder in spite of his carefulness. 
Green and McGarvey were the only men in 
the magazine at tbe time. 
The wounded are being cared for by 
neighbors and friends, and the dead bodies 
are being prepared for burial. Three hun­ 
dred or 400 homeless people have been pro­ 
vided with comfortable quarters by friends, 
and will be looked after until their homes 
can be restored.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
A nnual Session of the A m erican B oard 
of Com m issioners. 
Minneapolis, October 8th.—The Ameri­ 
can Board -of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions began their eighty-first annual 
session at Plymouth Congregational Chnrch 
to-day. The meeting was presided over by 
Rev. Dr. Richard Storrs of New York. The 
afternoon was taken up with annual re­ 
ports. 
Many interesting reports were read. One 
fact of serious import remarked, es­ 
pecially in the eastern and central missions, 
was the small number of college graduates 
who enter the theological seminaries and 
the increasing tendency of young men to 
come to America to complete their studies 
and better their fortunes. But a majority 
of these seem to become lost to the 
churches and tbeir people at home. The 
Chinese Empire was ¿ferred to as a field 
of supreme difficulty, and at the same time 
a field of supreme interest. Sixty-nine 
new missionaries for the ensuing year in 
various Chinese missions were called for. 
Stanley’s work in Africa was referred to as 
vastly more important from a standpoint 
of Christianity than from a commercial 
view. 
THE BLUE AND GRAY. 
G rand R eanion of Union and Confederate 
Soldiers. 
K noxville (Tenn.), October 8th.—The 
grand parade of Federal and Confederate 
veterans to-day was an immense affair, and 
was participated in by about equal num­ 
bers of the blue and gray. The line of 
march was through the chief streets and 
then oat to Fort Sanders, the old battle­ 
ground, where addresses were delivered by 
J. W. Coldwell, Chancellor Gibson and 
General Longstreet. 
In the course of his speech General Long­ 
street said he told President Davis after 
the battle of Chickamnga that the Confed­ 
eracy was doomed. 
To-night tbe city was brilliantly illumi­ 
nated and receptions were held everywhere, 
each house being open to the old soldiers. 
AN «UTLAW KILLED. 
Rube Burrow» Fatally Shot by a Police 
Officer. 
B irmingham (Ala.), October 8th.—Rnbe 
Barrows, the noted outlaw captured yester­ 
day. was killed this morning at Linden 
while endeavoring to escape. He asked 
the guard to hand him his saddle­ 
bags, in which were some crackers. The 
guard obligingly complied, when, instead 
of crackers, Rube drew forth two six- 
shooters and compelled the guard to undo 
his manacles, and then locked him in. He 
won'd have been at large now had he not 
determined to get back the money taken 
from him yesterday. Going to the" hotel, 
he demanded this from officer Carter, and 
shooting followed, Burrows being killed 
and Caller desperately wounded.
